At council this week, a 
moment of silence was 
observed to remember 
Porter Irving Simpson, 
who lost his life two weeks 
ago when he fell into the 
water off the beach at 
Ryerson Park. 

Lord Mayor Dave Eke 
would traditionally open a 
council meeting with 
remarks of events he had 
attended during the last 
two weeks, however, he 


said, those items paled in 
significance to the terrible 
accident that claimed the 
life of seven-year-old 
Porter. 

As a result, life was forev¬ 
er changed in NOTL, he 
said. 

"There is no way to fill 
the void that the death of 
this active, wonderful, 
beautiful boy has left in the 
lives of everyone who knew 
him,” said Eke, his voice 
choked with emotion. 

"And there most certain¬ 
ly is no answer as to why 
someone so healthy and so 
loved had to leave this 
earth at such a young age.” 

Eke said that what he 
witnessed at Porter’s 
memorial service will 
remain with him always. 

“I know that in his seven 
years he lived his life to the 
full, shared and gave so 
much love, laughed, 


played and dreamed many 
dreams. And I know that he 
left many wonderful mem¬ 
ories that will last a lifetime 
for his family and friends. I 
shed tears for a child I had 
never met, but whose loss I 
grieve ... to Porter I say 
thank you for sharing your 
life and your love, and for 
making our world a better 

Eke also acknowledged 
that it has been a difficult 
and challenging time for 
the dedicated volunteer 
firefighters, and for all 
paramedics, firefighters 
and coast guard members 
who assisted with the res¬ 
cue, and thanked them for 
their efforts. 

Councillor Dennis Dick 
chose Monday to address 
an issue which he knows is 
on the minds of NOTL resi¬ 
dents—the issue of water 


rounded by water. 

He asked for a report on 
the protocol of water res¬ 
cues—what is available, 
who can provide what, and 
the time it takes to get a 
boat out in the lake. 

Since the tragedy, he 
said, residents have been 
second-guessing the res¬ 
cue efforts, as they tend to 
do. 

"We’re all armchair crit¬ 
ics. That's a natural thing.” 

He would like to get the 
information out that is 
needed to reassure resi¬ 
dents that there is a system 
in place to deal with disas¬ 
ters on the water. 

“If the town has a policy, 
people should now that. 
We need to know who is 
responsible for what, and 
how the system works.”

Likely, the outcome will 
be that it can’t, he said, 
although the discussion 
has to take place. 

As an employee of Parks 
Canada, he recalls the 
winter he was instructed 
to put up a snow fence on 
‘Killer Hill,’ the steep 
incline from Fort George 


down to the Niagara River 
Parkway, after a local boy 
was seriously injured in a 
tobogganning accident 
about 25 years ago. 

It didn’t make the hill 
any safer, he said—those 
who wanted to toboggan 
kept using it, damaging 
the fence and continuing 


to risk injury to them- 

He expects any efforts to 
stop people from getting 
down to the beach or out 
on the ice at Ryerson Park 
would draw the same 
results—if kids want to 
find a way out on to the 
ice, they will, he said.

Niagara-on-the-Lake 
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Councillor galled that region is stalling quarry development 


> Regional plan¬ 
ning should act 
only as oversight 
for municipal deci¬ 
sions, says Niagara- 
on-the-Lake town 
councillor Dennis 
Dick. 


Councillor Dennis Dick 
is so galled that the region¬ 
al planning staff is squab¬ 
bling over the details of the 
Queenston Quarry project, 
he is suggesting the plan¬ 
ning department be pared 
down to the bare bones. 

“It’s not that I think we 


shouldn’t have a regional 
government,” Dick told the 
Advance. 

“I think we need it look 

and other huge projects. 
But in the area of planning I 
think they should act only 

to municipal planning 
decisions.” 

The extent of the region’s 
planning role should be a 
couple of planners on staff 
reviewing municipal deci¬ 
sions to ensure they adhere 
to provincial planning leg¬ 
islation, he said. 

He admitted he went on 
a bit of a rant at council 
Monday because he is dis¬ 
turbed that the region is 
holding up a project that 
Niagara-on-the-Lake plan¬ 
ners, the Niagara 


Escarpment Commission, 
development watchdogs, 
neighbours and all other 
government agencies have 
approved. 

“I hope I haven’t made 
things worse for (develop¬ 
er) Frank Racioppo," he 
told the Advance Tuesday. 

"I just couldn’t help it. 
What the region is doing 
makes me crazy.” 

The quarry reclamation 
project, which would see a 
250-acre residential devel¬ 
opment with a hotel, golf 
course, vineyard and a long 
list of amenities for resi¬ 
dents and visitors, is 
expected to cost about $300 
million. Racioppo has 
already spent about $3 mil¬ 
lion over four years going 
through the process of 
approvals with the escarp¬ 


ment commission, the 
town and residents, and at 
this point, there is no oppo¬ 
sition to it except from 
regional planners. 

Racioppo has asked for a 
change to the St. Davids 
urban boundary, which 
would actually decrease 
the area but would allow 
him to build away from the 
Bevan Heights neighbour¬ 
hood. A berm of landscap¬ 
ing bordering Bevan 
Heights would be outside 
the development area. 

The regional solution 
proposes altering the 
boundary so 250 of die pro¬ 
posed 750 condominium 
apartments are eliminated, 
with the landscaping berm 
included in the urban area. 

The reduction in resi¬ 
dential units would jeop-

At council Monday, Dick 
told councillors that “in a 
perfect world, I’d dearly 
love to get rid of the 
region’s planning depart- 

He urged Lord Mayor 
Dave Eke to do what he 
could to dismande It. 

Eke agreed that the delay 
is frustrating, and said that 
town planner Stephen 
Bedford spoke strongly in 
favour of die project at last 
week’s regional planning 
commldee meeting. 

Julian Smith, the director 
of Willowbank's School of 
Restoration Arts, praised 
the development to region¬ 
al planners, as did Gracia 
Janes, a long-time heritage 
activist, on behalf of the 
NOTL Conservancy and 
the Preservation for 
Agricultural Lands. 

Eke promised that he 
would do whatever he 
could on behalf of the 


developer and the town to 
have the project approved. 

Town councillors unani¬ 
mously agreed to a motion 
moved by Dick to ask the 
region to pass a bylaw that 
would allow the quarry 
development to proceed, 
including the 750 condo¬ 
minium apartments and 
the altered urban bound¬ 
ary as proposed by the 
developer. 

Dick says the regional 
planning staff should have 
done a better job of pre¬ 
senting information to 
regional councillors, who 
debated the issue for more 
than three hours last week 
before deferring it. It is 
expected to come back to 
the regional planning com- 
midee in three weeks. 

If the region continues to 
oppose it, Dick says the 
developer "could just give 
up and turn it into a landfill 
of smelly garbage. I hope it 
doesn’t come to that. I 
hope in the end common 
sense prevails.”

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Work at airport on schedule-expect a big party in June to celebrate 


An $11.6 million 
infrastructure 
project will be 
finished this spring. 


Have you driven along 
Niagara Stone Road recently 
and been disturbed by the 
shabby sign informing visi¬ 
tors they have reached the 
Niagara District Airport? 


It will be replaced soon, the 
chair of the airport commis¬ 
sion promised council 
Monday, as he appeared with 
an update on the $11.6-mil- 
lion project underway at the 
airport. 

More good news—it's on 
schedule, with the bulk of the 
work expected to be complet¬ 
ed by the end of March and a 
grand opening planned for 
lune, said Ruedi Suter, chair 
of the Niagara District Airport 
Commission. 


“It will probably be around 
Father's Day, and there will 
be lots of exciting things 
going on.” 

The airport terminal will 
double the size of the current 
facility, he said. The main 
runway has been completely 
rebuilt and resurfaced, and a 
new taxiway parallel to the 
runway added, allowing for 
aircraft landing while anoth¬ 
er plane taxis for take-off. 

Perimeter fencing is almost 
finished, as is the redistribu¬ 


tion of the large dirt berm. 

Installation of a new elec¬ 
trical system was an unex¬ 
pected expense, requiring 
some scaling back of other 
work, he said, but will give 
the airport what no other in 
Canada has—the runway, 
taxiway and parking area 
now use direct current LED 
(light emitting diode) light¬ 
ing. 

The request for funding to 
municipalities hasn’t 

changed, he said. The biggest 


difference in the budget is 
while in recent years, there 
was more money coming in 
from grants than from earned 
revenue, that has changed so 
that 70 percent of funding is 
from operational revenue. 

The airport has also pur¬ 
chased a $25,000 triangle of 
land that can be leased out to 
pilots who want their own 
hangars, he said, and could 
earn about $100,000 a year in 
revenue. 

“We believe we can be 


operationally self-sufficient,” 
Suter said, adding that he is 
looking forward to the com¬ 
pletion of the Niagara 
Convention Centre in 
Niagara Falls, which should 
mean an increase in corpo¬ 
rate jets using the airport. 

As for that sign on Niagara 
Stone Road with the peeling 
paint, “it’s been on the agen¬ 
da to be done for a year and a 
half, and it will be done. It’s a 
very high priority,” Suter 
promised. 


Queen Street businesses to receive same enhanced garbage service at half the price 


Businesses on Queen 
Street will continue to have 
the enhanced garbage pick¬ 
up service they have grown 
accustomed to when the 

in March, but it will 
cost them less than it did last 
year—in fact, about half the 
amount they paid to Modem 


in 2010. 

The Old Town retailers are 
accustomed to having card¬ 
board picked up Saturday 
mornings, in addition to reg¬ 
ular garbage pick-ups 
Mondays, Thursdays and 
Saturdays. The region recent¬ 
ly asked the town to confirm 
whether the enhanced serv¬ 


ice should continue under 
the new contract with 
Emterra Environmental, 
which takes over the region’s 
garbage collection in March. 

If the cardboard tonnage 
remains the same, Emterra 
has offered to provide a 
Saturday cardboard collec¬ 
tion at an annual price of 


$15,600, using one side of the 
track for regular Saturday 
garbage pick-up and the 
other side for cardboard. 

Under the current contract 
that expires Feb. 28, the same 
cardboard collection is cost¬ 
ing almost $26,000. 

Beginning in March, 
Queen Street merchants will 


be paying a total of $54,839 to 
Emterra for extra garbage 
pick-up, down from $110,289 
under the old contract with 
Modem. 

At the 2010 rate, Old Town 
merchants have been 
assessed a special charge of 
$983 per property on top of 
the basic charge of $165 for 


garbage pick-up. They will 
continue to pay for the same 
service, but at half the cost. 

The cardboard pick-up was 
introduced this past summer 
to ensure that die large vol¬ 
ume of broken-down boxes 
set out on Saturdays by retail¬ 
ers is recycled, not picked up 
with regular garbage.

Regional opposition a concern 


K udos to Councillor Dennis Dick 
for saying what many are think¬ 
ing: why should the region have 
the ability to nix a development project 
in the town of Niagara-on-the-Lake that 
the town and its residents strongly sup¬ 
port? 

The Queenston Quarry reclamation 
project looks to be a showcase, award¬ 
winning development combining a resi¬ 
dential neighbourhood with a hotel and 
golf course, vineyards, lots of greenspace, 
a fully accessible five-kilometre nature 
trail, and many amenities that will make 
it a very attractive place to live or visit. 

The developer did his homework, tak¬ 
ing his concept to neighbouring resi¬ 
dents early in the process—his approach 
to seeking consensus is one that others 
hoping to build in NOTL could leant 


After four years of working with indi¬ 
viduals and government agencies he is 
able to say that he has everyone onside— 
except the region. The Niagara 
Escarpment Commission, expected to be 
the toughest hurdle, has given its bless¬ 


ing. Even the Niagara-on-the-Lake 
Conservancy and the Preservation of 
Agricultural Lands, watchdog agencies 
that are tough to please, are speaking out 
in glowing terms about the project 

Few areas in Ontario still have a 
regional government Niagara munici¬ 
palities have been known to question the 
need for a regional government, but the 
smaller municipalities especially benefit 
from having one larger entity to look 
after the most expensive services, such 
as water treatment, garbage and polic¬ 
ing. 

But, as Councillor Dick says, to have 
the region even think of preventing a 
local development that is very welcome 
in NOTL is, to say the least, galling, and 
is bound to lead to questioning the role 
of a regional government. 

Especially when the alternative could 
well be more landfill. 

The Queenston Quarry is a stunning 
setting, with a long and interesting histo¬ 
ry. Filling it with nasty garbage just 
because the region has the last say would 
be a dreadful shame.

short term and wishful 
thinking. If for some rea¬ 
son the expected commer¬ 
cial success of the 
Romance Inn did not 
occur, does anyone believe 
that a remedy would not be 
sought? It is only realistic 
to expect that a request to 
change the site specific 
commercial designation to 
a commercial designation 
for some new purpose, 
might easily be approved. 

It is my opinion that to 
commercially develop this 
property is the wrong thing 
to do. This is perhaps the 
largest remaining estate 
property in Niagara-on- 
the-Lake, and is a unique 
combination of stately 


homes with large gardens 
and spacious open 
grounds of some 14 acres. 
Although it has been divid¬ 
ed to allow development in 
the past, this has been 
exclusively for residential 
purposes.

E-readers and e-books are 
two examples of how fast 
technological change is hap¬ 
pening in our society today.

It is perhaps not surpris¬ 
ing then, that the two most 
frequent questions I am 
asked regarding e-books are 
whether or not NOTL Public 
Library members can access 
free e-books through the 
library’s website, and 
whether e-books will be the 
end of public libraries. 

In answer to the first ques¬ 
tion, yes, library patrons can 
access free e-books from the 
NOTL Public Library web- 


ers, such as Sony, Kindle, 
Kobo or Nook, which are 
essentially tablet-style com¬ 
puters designed to look like 
a book and which will hold 
hundreds, if not thousands 
of books presented in a text¬ 


For example, they can go 
to www.niagarapublicli- 
brary.org, scroll over to the 
right side bar and the area 
titled The Reading Room. 
There, they will find a link to 
OverDrive. On the 


OverDrive main page, there 
are audio books and e- 
books, updated periodically 
and all available free for 
download into e-readers or 
computers. 

As well, many commercial 
sites, such as Kobo and 
Kindle, also offer some free 
e-books. And, a browse of 
Google books will locate 
many more. 

On the question of 
whether or not public 
libraries will continue to 
exist, consider that major 
newspapers are online but 
still available in a print for- 

Similarly, I expect that 
public libraries are here to 
stay because they are more 
than just book depositories. 
People gather there to relax 


and read. Public programs 
and meetings are offered, 
along with art displays and 
performances. 

Besides, although e-books 
may be preferred by some 
people, there are still lots of 
individuals who prefer the 
aesthetic and tactile experi¬ 
ence of holding an actual 
book and turning the pages 
manually. 

In addition, real books 
don’t require a charged bat¬ 
tery and aren’t lost when 
you are having e-book 
downloading problems. 

Obviously, however, there 
is the issue of free access to 
new fiction and non-fiction. 
Although public libraries 
loan these materials at no 
cost, they can also be pur¬ 
chased as e-books at com¬ 


mercial websites such as 
Amazon and Indigo 
Chapters. 

That said, some popular 
titles are also accessible 
through OverDrive but must 
be reserved and involve a 
wait before a notice is sent 
by e-mail confirming avail¬ 
ability for download. 

On a related topic, I would 
recommend parents visit

Class Environmental Assessment 

The Study 

Niagara Region and Town of Niagara-on-the-Lake have 
initiated a Class Environmental Assessment (Class EA) to 
develop a cost effective, practical, and implementable 
Pollution Control Plan for the Town of Niagara-on- 
the-Lake (NOTL).The study area will comprise the 
communities of Virgil and historic Old Town Niagara. 

Background 

Past investigations reveal that there are significant 
infiltration and inflow issues affecting the wastewater 
collection systems in Virgil and Old Town during wet 
weather conditions. As a result, there is potential for 
sewer overflow structures to become overwhelmed and 
discharge untreated wastewater to the environment. 

To meet the objectives of the Ministry of Environment 
Procedure F-5-5 and F-5-1 for sewage overflow 
abatement, a Pollution Control Plan must be prepared. 

As part of this project, alternative strategies will be 
evaluated to reduce infiltration and inflow and sewer 
overflows, and to enhance sanitary sewer performance 
in Virgil and Old Town in accordance with the Class EA 
process. The Pollution Control Plan will be developed 
based on the preferred strategy. It is anticipated that 
this project will provide input into the concurrent 
Regional water and wastewater master servicing plan 
update that is expected to be completed in 2011. 

The Process 

The project is being planned as a Schedule'B' 
undertaking, in accordance with the Municipal 
Engineers Association Class Environmental Assessment 
document (2007). The Class EA process includes public 
and review agency consultation, evaluation of the 
alternatives, assessment of the impacts of the preferred 
alternative and identification of measures to mitigate 
any adverse impacts.

Knight was embarking on 
his next three-month sojourn 
to the camp set up for volun¬ 
teers by Ted van der Zalm and 
the Wells ofHope, of which he 
is a board member. 

He has been known to pitch

geons from Canada to 
Guatemalan doctors who will 
return to the Wells of Hope 
permanent camp this spring, 
and every year for at least 
three years, they promised, to 
teach the local doctors their 
techniques in repairing cleft 
lips and palettes, a prevalent 
condition in the third world 
country that can easily be 
remedied by surgery. 

Knight's arm was still in a 
sling as he headed back to 
Guatemala this week, but 
although it might stop him 


from doing some of the work 
he is accustomed to tackling, 
it certainly wasn’t going to 
keep him home. 

This trip, his main goal is to 
oversee 75 dentists who are 
travelling to the area to pro¬ 
vide dental care to people 
from remote mountain vil¬ 
lages who would otherwise 
never see a dentist 

Last year, Kindness in 
Action, an organization dedi¬ 
cated to providing oral health 
to people in third world coun¬ 
tries, sent one team of 30 den¬ 
tists. They were so impressed 
by the Wells of Hope camp 
and contacts, they committed 
to sending three teams this 
year, said Knight. 

He is also anxious to watch 
the first well being drilled with 
the new, $1.3 million rig. Van 
der Zalm, a high school 


he always does, 
semester of school ends in 
January. A team of experts 
from the company that manu¬ 
factures the drilling equip¬ 
ment will meet him there to 
demonstrate the new equip¬ 
ment 

“This is state-of-the-art 
equipment, says Knight. 

“Ted hasn’t used it before. 
They will be helping to drill 
the first well and educating us 
about the equipment at the 

Drilling a well in Guatemala 
is a challenge, first because of 
the hard rock that the drill has 
to penetrate, but also because 
the wells are usually some dis¬ 
tance from the village that 
they are supplying with water. 

“Each well costs between 
$60,000 and $90,000 to drill,” 
Knight says. 

“We're going down 
between 900 and 1,400 feet, 


and putting in electricity for e 
couple of kilometres from the 
village. There's much more to 
it than just drilling a hole in 
the ground.” 

There are also plans to 
build a new school this trip, 
and to repair some of the 
buildings that Wells of Hope 
volunteers have constructed 
on past visits. 

Knight’s job is to oversee 
the volunteers and make sure 
work goes according to plan, 
home, the work of the 


many supporters of Wells of 
Hope is to raise money to 
finance the work of volunteers 
in Guatemala—including the 
remaining $500,000 to pay off 
the drilling equipment.

In the past the Ontario grid was based on a relatively small number of very large generating stations. One of the results of the push to green energy is that the grid of the future 
will consist of a large number of small generating “stations” and fewer large plants. The transmission network needed to deliver electricity from this new set-up of generation is quite 
different from what we currently have. This is forcing Hydro One to redesign and re-build large portions of their network. For example, a new Bruce to Milton transmission circuit 
is required in part to accommodate the large volume of wind on the Lake Huron shoreline.

On December 23rd, 2010, the Ontario Energy Board (OEB) approved a Hydro One transmission rate increase of close to 15%. In their decision, the OEB acknowledged that 
renewing the system has a cost. And, comments from Hydro One indicate that these cost pressures will push the transmission cost component of the Delivery Charges part of 
your bill higher over the next few years. One bit of good news for NOTL Customers is that transmission costs to not apply to any generation that happens inside the NOTL Hydro 
boundary. That means they do not apply to the power generated at Lock 3 by Rankin Renewable Power nor will they apply to power generated by the rooftop solar generating 
facilities announced for the 20 Bees Winery and the new Public School. Another piece if good news is that NOTL Hydro Customers are partially shielded from transmission cost in¬ 
creases because the Company decided a few years ago to take full ownership of its two major transformation stations rather that obtaining transformation services from Hydro 
One.

He had always loved 
music and singing. And as 
devastated as he was to give 
up competitive sports, it 
allowed him to devote more 
time to music, and that was 
the beginning of his future as 
a musician. Danny, Kyle and 


Ashcroft played together 
through their teens, as did 
Baty and Morley, so it wasn’t 
a stretch to combine their 
talents in one band. 

The name Mrs. Johnston, 
they explain, came as a bit of 
a mockery at jocks—their 
creative streaks made them 
the anti-jocks—who lived in 
a residence at the University 
of Guelph called Johnston 
Hall. 

But it has evolved from 
that to represent the “per¬ 
sona” of the band, the myste¬ 
rious Mrs. Johnston who is 


pictured on their CD cover 
but whose face is never 
shown. The mystery of the 
unknown has come to sym¬ 
bolize their music, and they 
hope to keep it that way, 
growing it into more of a 
brand than a type of music. 

Morley describes their 
sound as pop, with hints of 
rock and funk - but, the guys 
agree, it’s so much more 
than that.

Three of the five band 
members are in university- 
two in St. Catharines and 
one in Guelph, which has 
presented some chal¬ 
lenges—but they look for¬ 
ward to touring this summer.

The band 
is now in the process of 
shooting a music video of 
the song. 

It is one of seven songs on 
their CD, Late Night Sessions 
with Mrs. Johnston, which 
will be launched at a release 
party to be held on Queen 
Street in Toronto.
